HHBj plan when possible to 
take two cupfuls of sour 
milk, add to It a little 
' Hour and let It stand for 

a few hours or over 
night. In the morning add a teaspoon- 
ful of soda, level, and two to three 
eggs well beaten, salt and two table¬ 
spoonfuls of melted fat. Add more 
flour if needed. Fry on a hot griddle 
that need not be greased. 

A slice or three of bread soaked In 
the sour milk over night, then prepared 
us above, will make a cake very much 
like an omelet. It will he so light and 
fluffy. This is a good way to use up 
bits of leftover bread. 

Bean Soup.—Soak a pint of beans 
over night; In the morning drain and 
add cold water. Slice one onion, cook 
In a tnblespoonful of corn oil hve 
minutes, add two stalks of celery and 
simmer In with the beans until they 
are soft. Add more water as needed. 
Hub through a sieve, reheat, ndd salt 
to season, pepper and one-fourth of 
a teaspoonful of mustard with a dash 
of cayenne. Cook together two table- 
spoonfuls of oil with one and one-hulf 
tablespoonfuls of flour. Cut one lemon 
In thin slices, removing the seeds; add 
two hard-cooked eggs sliced, to the 
tureen, and pour over them the bean 
soup. 

Julianna Soup.—Cut three onions 
and fry brown in a little butter. Add 
seasoning to taste, a pinch of nrnce 
anil three tablespoonfuls of strong 
stock. Add n minced turnip, a stalk 
of celery, a carrot cu* line and a few 
green peas. Cook until the vegetables 
are well done. Serve either strained 
or not, ns one likes. 

For an Invalid who Is not fond of 
milk, toast a piece of bread, butter It 
well and pour over the toast a cupful 
of boiling milk to which has been 
added a part of a bouillon cube, 
enough to season the milk. Serve hot. 

Beet-Ever Doughnuts.— Heart two 
eggs, add one and three-fourths cupfuls 
of sugur, heating until the sugar Is 
well dissolved; add one-half teaspoon¬ 
ful of suit, nutmeg to flavor one and 
one-fourth cupfuls of sour milk, one- 
fourth cupful of sour cream, one teu- 
spoonful of soda. Mix all together 
and put on lea, adding just enough 
flour to stir. When well chilled roll 
out and cook In hot fut. By chilling, 
the cakes take less flour and keep 
moist und tender longer.

Archeology, modern transportation 
and radical government expert meats 
have been made bedfellow* by the 
opening of a new automobile road by 
the socialist government of the state 
of Yucatan, Mexico, leading from 
Merida, the capital, to the wonderful 
ruins of Chlchen Itza, which might be 
termed America's Thebe*. One of the 
world's most Interesting remains of 
our ancient civilization is thus made 
accessible to students and tourists as 
a by-product to h radical government's 
plan to make work for laborers during 
an economic depression by pushing 
road construction. 

In the bot, rather dry Yucatan penin¬ 
sula, which today is little visited by 
outsiders, civilization reached Its high¬ 
est point on the North American con¬ 
tinent in the years before the coming 
of Europeans. After the finding of 
Ravages by Columbue and his Immedi¬ 
ate followers, both on the West Indian 
Wands and on parts of the mainland, 
tha discovery a little later In Yucatan 
Of structures built of stone, and built 
Well, and of artlatlc carvings, came as 
• great surprise to the Simnlards. 

' While some of the structures were 
la in at the time of the Spanish con¬ 
quest, a number of once great cities 
bad been abandoned and swallowed up 
by the Jungle. Some mysterious fate 
bad overtaken this people, the Mayas, 
■ad only a somewhat degenerate rem- 
Bant was dinging to the works of their 
)nort Illustrious ancestors. The wholly 
Bew regime resulted In the final extin¬ 
guishment of their culture. 

Temple* and palaces, prisons, “con- 
B*nts," arenas for games, astronomical 
(observatories and monuments, 


torlc times and Its flber was used In 
local plantation and village industries. 
^ But there wag no outside market of 
considerable magnitude for the flber 
until the Increasing use of harvesting 
f machinery In the United States created 
a demand for large quantities of bind¬ 
er twine. 

Ones a Feudal Stats. 

Before what way be called “the 
henequen era” In Yucatan a traveler 
In the country might have Imagined— 
with a few concessions to race and 
climate—that he was In the heart of 
Europe's old feudalism. Home of the 
principal land owner* had truly ban>- 
nlal estates through which one could 
travel for days. On the most extensive 
estates were scattered half a dozen or 
more great stone castle-llke haciendas 
In the care of major domos. In these 
sumptuous dwellings members of the 
owner’s fumlly might not spend a 
night a year, for they lived for the 
most part In state In the capltnl, Meri¬ 
da, or spent their time traveling In Eu¬ 
rope or the United States. In those 
days rattle raising was the chief In¬ 
dustry In Yucatan and prosperity 
never reached below the few members 
of the propertied class. 

Climate nnd physical conditions gave 
Yucatan Its feudalism. The surface of 
the country consists of only the thin¬ 
nest of soil, and underneath Is porous 
limestone. The climate Is dry and hot 
half the year, hut there I* a reasonable 
amount of rainfall during the other six 
months. Yucatan Is one of the few 
areas In which tliere Is un appreciable 
rainfall, but no streams or even stream 
beds. As fast as the rain falls during 
the rainy season It seeps through the 
thin soil and soaks Into the limestone. 
The lack of surface water, and the 
fact that hardly any food crops can ha 
grown on much of Yucatan’s poor soil, 
made It practically Impossible for the 
peons to exist except under the wings 
of the great landholders. 

The latter constructed capacious 
reservoirs at their haciendas. In which 
enough water was stored during the 
rainy season to supply nil their retain¬ 
ers through the six months’ dry period 
The situation was helped out, too,, by 
the cenotes. the unique water holes of 
Yucatan, apparently formed by a fall¬ 
ing In of the roofs of subterranean 
lake*. In most rases these queer 
natural reservoir* were owned by the 
lauded proprietors. 

Laborers Now In Cohtrol. 

Toward the close of the Nineteenth 
century henequen production shoul¬ 
dered out cattle production from the 
place of first Importance, and before 
many year* the flber dominated the life 
of the country. The old feudal system 
remained largely unchanged, however, 
and the landowners became extremely 
wealthy. But some of the prosperity 
Inevitably Altered down to a growing 
middle clast, and even to the planta¬ 
tion laborers, and soon Yucatan gave 
Indications of a political turbulence 
unknown In the older feudal days. 

When the World war mme prosper 
Ity reached Its peak In Yucatan, with 
henequen Alter selling for as much as 
10 cents a pound. The few landowners 
were no longer able to dominate the 
state government and the laborers and 
their friends, who gained control, re¬ 
shaped the entire scheme of things. 
Wages of worker* were fixed by legis¬ 
lation at $11.25 to $24 (In United States 
money) for each eight hours. After the 
armistice the pi tee of henequen fell 
sharply, and by 1921 It had fallen to 4 
cents, and in 1922 it reached Its lowest 
point, 3H cents. The wage laws re¬ 
mained unchanged and many of the 
plantations, carefully tended for years, 
were abandoned to wild growth. The 
country then experienced what was 
probably Its greatest economic crisis. 
Henequen production was greatly re- 
duced and condition* have Improved | 
somewhat with the flber now at 4% 
cents a pound.

K tinting to the achievements of the 
ayas and their development of cul¬ 
ture. Archeologists state that at the 
time of their mysterious decline they 
were at the threshold of a true civili¬ 
sation. Indeed, In some ways they had 
surpassed In Intellectual achievements 
the civilization of tha Egyptians and 
the Babylonians. 

Their Writing and Architecture. 

In their system of writing, the Mayas 
had reached a most Interesting [mint, 
found among no other existing people 
In the world, the transition point be¬ 
tween picture writing, which the Chi¬ 
nese have never passed beyond, and 
phonetic writing by means of an alpha¬ 
bet such as that we use. 

The architectural type* of the Mayas 
and their decorative designs have fea¬ 
ture* so similar to some of those of 
the old world that the earlier students 
of the American ruined cities believed 
that their builders had been Influenced 
h.v Egyptians, Babylonians or Hindus. 
The types of arches and certain sculp¬ 
tured designs were compared especial¬ 
ly to those found In the great Hindu 
temple of Boro-Budur In Java. It Is 
the more general opinion now, how¬ 
ever, that the works of the Mayas 
were the result of a culture born on 
thla continent and acquired by this 
people In tbetr toilsome way upward 
from aavagery and through barbarism. 

The story of Yucatan In recent 
times I* the story of henequen flber. 
Offhand, that doesn't seem to affect 
the average American to any great ex¬ 
tent. But It does affect him every 
time he buys a loaf of bread, fhe story 
might be framed like that of the house 
that Jack built. Henequln means rea¬ 
sonably chenp and plentiful binder 
twine; hinder twine makes possible the 
use of harvesting machines; harvesters 
cheapen grain production; cheap grain 
means cheap hreud; and so henequln. 
and arid Yucatan, play Important parts 
In feeding America and the world. 

The other side of the story—the 
rapid development of the henequen In¬ 
dustry and the pouring of wealth Into 
Yucatan—chiefly from the grain belt 
of North America—undoubtedly played 
Its part in swinging the political pen¬ 
dulum from extreme feudalism to so¬ 
cialism.

and though there seemed really small 
chance of hostilities, the nervous 
statesmen remembered the somewhat 
similar situation between Austria and 
Serbia that developed Into the great¬ 
est of all wars. Actually it was only 
Italy that was shaking a fist. A few 
days before the members of the Ital¬ 
ian military mission headed by Gen. 
Ebrieo Tellini, which with like mis¬ 
sions from France and. Great Britain 
was engaged in delimiting the Greco- 
Albanian frontier, were ambushed 
and assassinated between Janlna and 
.Santi Quaranta. Greece had been ex¬ 
tremely dissatisfied with certain find¬ 
ings of the mission, and the fact that 
the Greek delegate who always ac¬ 
companied the Italians was absent 
when the crime was committed con¬ 
vinced Italy that It was u Greek po¬ 
litical plot. 

Premier Mussolini therefore Instruct¬ 
ed Minister Montagna to present to 
Greece a written note In which Italy 
demanded: 

“Ample excuses from the highest 
military authorities. 

“Solemn funeral ceremonies in the 
Greek cathedral at Athens to he at¬ 
tended by all the members of the 
Greek government. 

"Honors to the Italian ting on the 
part of the Greek licet. Some units 
of the Italian fleet will be sent to 
Piraeus expressly to receive a Greek 
salute of 21 salvos. 

“A thorough investigation and cap¬ 
ture of the ussasslns within five days 
of the aeceptanee of this note. 

"Capital punishment for the crim¬ 
inals. 

“An indemnity of 50,000,000 lire 
(roughly $2,500,000), payuble within 
five (lays. 

"Military honors to the victims as 
they nre put aboard an Italian war¬ 
ship for return to Italy.’’ 

Mussolini demanded a reply within 
24 hours, and his government at once 
got busy with its army and navy. Part 
of the fleet left Taranto hurriedly 
under full steam for an unannounced 
destination, and other units were con¬ 
centrated at Capo dl Leuca, the point 
of Italy nearest to Greece. Huge 
mass meetings were neid In various 
Italian cities and there were demon¬ 
strations ngainst Greeks, but little vio¬ 
lence. 

In her reply to this ultimatum 
Greece rejected demands four, five and 
six, which were considered too hu¬ 
miliating. Demands one, two, three 
and seven were accepted in modified 
form. 

The Interallied eounell of ambassa¬ 
dors met In Paris and sent n message 
to the Greek government declaring 
that It reserves for the powers the 
right to make known eventually the 
penalties and Indemnities which may 
he Judged necessary In connection with 
the killing of the members of the Ital¬ 
ian boundary mission. The British 
foreign office also got busy at one**, 
making extraordinary efforts to pre¬ 
vent hostilities. It was understood 
that in case of a deadlock with Italy, 
Greece would propose to refer the en¬ 
tire matter to the League of Nations. 

Italy was aggressive In two other 
quarters. To the astonishment of the 
other powers, she suddenly entered the 
Tangier question, landing a few sol¬ 
diers In that African town and an-

BUSTS ESS AND PROFESSIONAL 


B EFORE this is In the hands of tha 
reader Chancellor Stresemann of 
Germany may have resigned in order 
that passive resistance in the Ruhr 
may be abandoned, for it is held In 
Berlin that he cannot capitulate offi¬ 
cially, and at the same time it is ad¬ 
mitted that the nation cannot hold out 
much longer in its course of opposi¬ 
tion to France and Belgium. Three 
things nre breaking down Germany’s 
resistance—the cost and scarcity of 
coal, the financial situation and the 
failure of Bavaria to co-operate. Tha 
Bavarian officials have made demands 
on StreRemann which he can hnrdly 
accept, and It is believed Bavaria tnuy 
secede from the Gentian confederation 
if the chancellor undertakes to put 
through his program of dictatorial 
measures. 

Industrial leaders of the Ruhr and 
the Rhineland have consented to a 
scheme of gradual abandonment of 
the passive resistance, and this may 
lead to discussions between Germany 
and Frunce. It was held significant, 
also, that a penult was grunted for a 
meeting of representatives of Prussia, 
Bavaria, Saxony and other German 
stntes with the Rhineland commission 
at Coblenz.

That Are Being Improved 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 

N EITHER the anthracite miners nor 
the operators were entirely satis¬ 
fied with the compromise settlement 
of their differences suggested by Gov. 
Gifford PInchot of Pennsylvania, and 
the prospects at tills writing are that 
there will be a temporary suspension 
of hard coal mining during which the 
maintenance men will continue at work 
at an Increased wage. Parts of the 
governor’s plan were acceptable to 
both silk's, and It is presumed that 
negotiations will be carried further. 

Governor Plnchot’s proposition for 
a settlement of the controversy con¬ 
tained these four main points: 

1. Recognition of the basic eight- 
hour day for all employees. If longer 
hours are necessary at certain times 
or in certain occupations, the over¬ 
time to he paid at the eight-hour rate. 

2. A uniform Increase of 10 per cent 
to all employees. This Increase to 
take effect September 1. 

3. Full recognition of the union by 
the operators, without the check-off, 
hut with the right to have a union rep¬ 
resentative present when the men are 
paid. 

4. Complete recognition of the prin¬ 
ciple of collective bargaining. 

For three days and more the Penn¬ 
sylvania executive, at the request of 
President Coolidge, hud been studying 
the situation with the assistance of 
experts and conferring with ttie rep¬ 
resentatives of the operators and the 
miners. At the outset he served no¬ 
tice on both sides tHut the threatened 
suspension of anthracite mining on 
September 1 could not be allowed; 
that the quarrel was not a private one, 
and that the public, vitally Interested, 
wanted to see Justice done to both 
employer and employee but was tired 
of repeated strikes and suspensions. 
Wednesday night the governor laid his 
plan before the committees, again em¬ 
phasizing the fact that public opinion 
would enforce a settlement. 

Mr. Plnchot’s proposal for an in¬ 
crease of wages was based on the cal¬ 
culation that 10 per cent would add 
00 cents a ton to the cost of mining 
and that the operators, having made 
unusual profits during recent months, 
could easily ubsorb 10 cents a ton of 
this. The remaining 50 cents pet ton, 
be said, “in the end should not he 
taken from the consumer,” and he 
promised to make proposals later for 
getting this absorbed out of existing 
cost of transporting and distributing 
coal. 

The employers’' repeated tenders of 
arbitration to seitle all present details 
of the controversy he set aside. He 
suggested that the wage and working 
arrangement he proposed should he 
made effective for not less than one 
year. 

According to the United States coal 
commission. an anthracite strike 
would furnish another opportunity for 
wholesalers to repeat their specula¬ 
tive activities of last year and reup 
outrageously large profits. The com¬ 
mission stated that Its inquiry into 
anthracite costs during the winter of 
1922-23 led it to the conclusion that 
the speculative Jobber or wholesaler 
was “the prime cause of the extreme- 
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B ELGIUM’S reply to the British note 
wns delivered Inst week, nnd was 
not very pleasing to either Frunce or 
Great Britain.
